The former ambassador had 
Buffered setbacks from time to 
time since then, and had been 
growing progressively weaker 
since sustaining a miki heart at- 
tack Saturday.

TV Under Fire 


The Nixon Administration, which through 
the tonfue of Viee President Spiro Agnew took 
on the demonstration set by callinsr it an **effete 
eorpi of impudent snobs who characterize them- 
sdvet as inteflectuals/* has turned its guns on 
the national television networks. 


Agnew, in the latest of a series of hard­ 
hitting speeches which must by their very diar- 
acter have had the sanction of the president, 
charged the networks to “turn their critical pow­ 
ers on themselves — toward improving the qual­ 
ity and objectivity of news presentation. 


‘We would never trust such power o v e r 
public opinion in the hands of an elected official,** 
he said. “It is time we question it in the hands 
of a small and unelected elite. The great net­ 
works have dominated America’s ain^aves for 
decades; the people are entitled to a full account­ 
ing of their ste^-ardship.” 


Agnew’s 
remarks 
centered 
specifically 
around the “analysis” provided by network news­ 
men immediately following President Nixon*« 
Vietnam address, but apply to the entire scope 
of news coverage. Federal Communications Com­ 
mission Chairman Dean Burch backed them up, 
eoRunenting that they were “thoughtful, pro­ 
vocative and deserved careful consideration by 
the industry’^ and public.’*

Network executives reacted defensively as 
might be expected. 


*lt is regrettable that the vice president of 
the United States would deny to television free­ 
dom of the press,** said Janies Goodman, presi­ 
dent of the National Broadcasting Co. (NBC). 
Frank Stanton, president of the Columbia Broad- 
eaating Co. (C ^) said Agnew has made *‘an 
unprecedented attempt to intimidate a news 
midium,** and American Broadcasting Co. (ABC) 
President Leonard (^Idenson said his organisa­ 
tion “will continue to report the news accurately 
and fully, conHdent n the ultmate judgment of 
the American public.** 


But whle Agnew’s speech may have been 
the latest criticism of network news coverage, 
it was not the first and the networic leaders 
might do well to reexamine thrir own shops. 


Criticism of the network coverage of the 
disturbances in Chicago at the time of the Dmo- 
cratic National Convention has been widesprad 
and if (^Idenson believes in the “ultimate judg­ 
ment of the American pubUc’* then he had bettw 
take a closer look at public opinion surveys which 
show that better than 50 per cent of the peoi^e 
believe the convention riot coverage was slanted.

Hie nation's news media, because of its posi­ 
tion. has been called the “fourth branch** of the 
government and the three national networks, 
perhaps moreso than any other news gathering 
organizations, are in a position to exert the great­ 
est influences. And if the writing, editing and 
•election of news and opinion for publication in 
a daily newspaper poses great problems, then 
that same process for a half-hour television news­ 
cast must be immense. 


The networks have provided a great service 
to the American people by bringing them doser 
to the great news events and great leaders of 
the world than they have e v e r been before 
through on the spot and filmed coverage of the 
•vents which change the nation. 


But with the power concentrated into just 
three networks, the dangers are easly apparent. 
Local stations must accept in total the national 
news program. There can be no edting or selec­ 
tion of the t>i>e afforded newspaper editors 
around the nation, who receive the reports of 
the two major wire services, for example. 


And if th e news broadcast is slanted, it 
reaches mUlions simultaneously. Even metropol­ 
itan newspapers can’t approach those figures. 


The nation’s news media should reject and 
continue to oppose any attempt toward govern­ 
mental control. But at the same time, there must 
be continued self-evaluation. Networks, ndio 
and newspapers have a responsibility to com­ 
ment. but it should be labeled as such. Tn news 
reports, there is no substitute for objectivity and 
no defense for bias.

MO gttiloos of paint and nearly 
Ufo million pounds of tiny c1m> 
beads bave been dropped 
on 
.Michican's roads, bgr Itic SUte 
Highway Department in recent 
'^ooths. 


The material was used to re­ 
paint center lines and edge 
markings on 9.222 miies ot sUte 
highways. 


“Under winter driving con- 
dptions, when pavements are of­ 
ten wet or obscured by dark­ 
ness, fog or blowkig snow, the 
white reflectorized center lines 
and edge markings are a wel­ 
come aid to traffic safe^’ and 
ease of driving," the depart- 
men! explains. 


That's why the repainting is 
done bt'fore wfintd'.v weather setr 
in 


The departiTient says the gla^ss 
beads are dropped on the wet 
paint at the ra<e of six pounds 
per gallon, gdving reflective quaL 
itie<; to the yellow or white paint 
used. 


Kach year, 7,952 miles of rtate 
highway in rural areas receave 
one coat of centerline paint. The 
1.270 miles ot urban highway — 
where traffic wear is greater > 
receive two coafts. 


The department, meanwhile, 
is experimenting widi 
paints, 
plastic and new processes 
in 
hopes of improvinf highway 
safety with mcreaainfl>’ perma­ 
nent and legible pevement mark- 
iogs. 


Fast - drying paint, that dries 
track-free in 90 seconds, has 
proven auccessful, Ihe depart­ 
ment reports. “Its use elhnin- 
ates the need for long hoes ot 
traffic cones behind the patot 
vehicle and causes less ioteidier- 
ence wiith traffic,'’ the depart- 
inent kays. 


Other experiments with therm- 
opiastic and cold plastic materi­ 
als on urban highways and cit>’ 
streets where painted markings 
are quickly worn off alao “show 
aigni ot promise.*' it says.
